Steady im provem ent of lead m in­ 
ing. growing m arkets for the prod­ 
uct, and im proving transportation 
facilities through the thirties and 
early forties gave prom ise to this 
pioneer city of ever-soaring, never- 
ending 
prosperity 
and 
grow th. 
M aximum lead production was a t- 
tained th ere in 
1845, 
w ith more 
than 27.000 tons from tw enty -three 
sm elters, as against 32,500 tons for 
the whole country .

Jackson county , where there were 
two factories, one opeated by C on­ 
rad Will and the oth er by a firm 
of Nielsons.

dred and fifty bushels per week, 
pum ping Its w ater through a cop­ 
per tube from a depth ot 203 feet.
